IS MUSSOLINI HASTY IN DISCOUNTING THE W AR? 


Benito Mussolini, dictator of Italy, declares that Europe 
has reached the hallway station in its post-war rebuilding 
process, 
“ Within the next decade," says 11 Duce, “ the effects of the 
war will be entirely absorbed. 
It would be highly comforting, in a way, if we could be­ 
lieve this; comforting, yet at the same time profoundly dis­ 
couraging. 
As it happens, however, it is not true. 
To suppose that the world can, in 20 years, wipe out all 
traces ol a war that cost some 5,000,000 lives, overturned 
three empires and burned up a simply incalculable amount 
of money, is to be an optimist of the highest order. 
It pre­ 
supposes a faith in the recuperative ability of the human 
race that is little short of miraculous. 
Our own Civil War 
was neither so bloody nor so costly as the World War; yet 
in 63 years we have not got away from all of its effects. 
If 
we can heal the World War’s wounds in less than half that 
me we are, indeed, talented. 
iaiented— or sublimely foolish. The World War was the 
.,v>st expensive object lesson in human history. 
It was the 
Hiice the human race paid for a long accumulation of mis- 
vaKes, follies and greeds. 
If we can put it all out of mind 
within two decades, we have learned nothing by it. 
We are 
simply asking for another spanking. 
But all of this moralizing is futile, after all. 
The effects 
of the war will no more be “ entirely absorbed" in another 
10 years than the effects of Columbus’ discovery of Amer­ 
ica. 
The war was one of those earth-shaking facts in hu­ 
man history, like the French Revolution, that leave reverb­ 
erations of centuries afterward. 
Consider the situation. 
Russia, that was an absolute mon­ 
archy, is now a Communistic experiment. 
The Austro-Hun­ 
garian empire has dissolved. 
Germany is a republic. 
The 
financial empire of the w’orld, formerly in the hands of Eng­ 
land, nowf has its center in New York. 
Mussolini himself, 
for that matter, is a product of the war. Italy would not be 
saddled with him if there had been peace between 1914 and 
19 18 . 
It ought to be obvious that we have hardly begun to realize 
the effects of the war. 
A century hence they will be much 
clearer than they are now’. 
Between 1914 and 1918 there 
came an end of one period of history and the beginning of a 
new one. 
It m,ay be many years before the new one takes 
definite form, but it is here, nevertheless. 
To say that w’e shall have absorbed the war’s effects in 
another decade i9 simply to shut our eyes to the facts— and 
to invite another tragedy.

The co rn .selectio n wo rk has been 
co ntinued fo r five y ears as a Farm 
Bureau 
pro ject

Meeting s 
were 
held in which 
a 
metho d o f culling 
the co rn 
was 
demo nstrated and then to pro ve that 
the metho d advo cated wo uld pro duce 
g o o d results, several farmers 
in the 
Co unty were asked to co nduct dem­ 
o nstratio n plo ts to pro ve the better 
o ualitv o f seed selected in the 
way 
that was advo cated. During the past 
y ear the 
g erminato r 
test 
fo r 
the 
eliminatio n 
o f 
diseased 
co rn 
was 
added to the 
pro ject 
and 
it 
was 
fo und that in mo st cases the g ermin­ 
ato r testing increased the value o f 
the seed as did the phy sical culling 
o f the ears. In an averag e o f 12 re­ 
po rts made by 
farmers

demo nstratio n plo ts

that the y ield o f co rn was increased 
7 2 bushels per acre 
by culling and
